night and In the winter paraded 
the 
streets to prevent lawlessness and theft. 
A regular company of waits was estab­ 
lished at Exeter in 1400. 
The word is also thought to be con­ 
nected with the old German “wacht,” a 
vigil or watching. . 
“W aits” has also been considered as 
a corresponding woM with the Scottish 
word “ waith.” which meant wandering 
or roving, in allusion to the ancient 
"menstrales” of that country. 
A rem­ 
nant of the custom still exists, for mag­ 
istrates annually grant a certificate to 
a few musicians, generally blind men. 
who peram bulate the streets at night 
during December play ing on violins the 
old Scottish melodies.
